Applicants' claims have been allowed because the Applicants' independent claim 1 
requires two distinct steps for adding reducing agent (a first step of adding ammonia for 
reaction with the NO x , and a second step of adding hydrocarbons, carbon monoxide or 
hydrogen for reaction with N 2 0) whereas Schwefer (i. e. WO 01/51 182 A1 , please also 
refer to the English equivalent US 2003/0143142 A1) has only a single step of adding 
reducing agent (a first step of adding ammonia for reaction with NOx followed by a 
second step of passing the reaction off-gas into a catalyst for elimination of the N20 
without adding an additional, distinct second reagent): please note the Example in 
Schwefer.
